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ti 1. “he Brandenburg-Briest (4 53/4 13) airfield was guarded by 
double patrols on 5 June 1950. some of the patrols were 
25X1 accompanied by watchdogs. Local residents said that the 
northern section of the field was porticularly well guarded. 


2, Twenty-three jet fighters with swept-back wings were seen 
at the field between 5;56 and 7:30 p.m. on 5 June 1950. (1) 
The sky was clear between 10:34 pm. and midnight, and jet 
fighters practiced night flying over the field. (2) Prepsra- 
tions for night flying included bringing a searchlight and 
a radar set into position. 


3. The weathcr was fair on 6 June 1950 but no flights were made. 
Twenty-five jet fighters were counted ot the field. 


4, wichteen jet fighters were parked at the western end of the 
runway between 9 aem. and 2:50 p.m. on 7 June 1950. (1) There 
was flying activity by jet fighters up to 1 p.m. The planes 
took off in groups of two at intervals of two minutes, making 
ioeal flights of 15 minutes duration. They landed individual- 
jy at intervals of cbout two minutes. Jndividusel conventional 
fighters were at the southern edge of the fiela near the aire 
field bulldings. 


5. On all thrice days of observation a twin-engine transport conning 
frou the west landed at 3 p.ia..

6. “he jet planes were refueled from tank trucis, five of which 


were standing «t the take-off point ond others on the south- 
western edge of the field in a camouflaged position. (3) 
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“he old fuel dump, which was not cuarded, was southwest of 
the field where there was a tank about 6 meters long and &y 
neters in diameter. 


the tield personnel were quartered in the Lendesanstelt and 

in a few airfield buildings on the southern edge of the field. 
The outlying part of the Briest farm was also occupied and 
some srtillerynen were seen there. Passenger cars 


4, stationary radio station, with braced antenna masts exch 

12 to 15 maters high, and three trucks with box-like super~ 
structures were on the southwestern edge of the field. A 
trailer with a box-like superstructure was in position south | 
of the western end of the runway. Before night flying atarted 
on 5 June 1950, two trucks with box-like superstructures were 
in position beside the seerchlight on the northwestern edge 

of the field. Equipment similar to that seen at the Grossen- 
hain (N 58/A 01} airfield was mounted on the roof of one 
truck. Hewever, the frame with seven dipoles was still not 
erected. (4) the searchlight and the two trucks were not in 
position on 6 and 7 June 1959. 


Obstacle Lights could not be seen. Three searchlights were 

in use at the field during night flying activity. i ranp of 
pile logs, about 1.6 meters high, was erected on the right 

side of the Plaue (i_53/4 13) =~ priest road, at kilometer 
stetion &.7 Truck carrying a searchlight mounted on 
four steel wheels, end two operators, was standins in front of 
the Pamp at O:3c p.m. on 5 June 195 ready to drive up. 4 
cable led from the ramp to the airfield. 


iwelve jet fighters with swept-back wings end 15 single-engine 
lowewing monoplanes with radiel ensines were standing on the 
eastern edve of the field on 9 and 14 June 1950. (2) 


several nisht lights were made by jot fichters betveen 9 p.m. 
and mid-night after lo June 195. (2) ‘he planes had naviga- 
tion lights end fired red fleres at irregular intervals. The 
field was illuminated by searchlights during the flights.

fhe occupation of the field by type 14 jet planes was confirmed 
by several sources. 4 maximumof 28 planes of this type have been 
secon ct the fleld to date. Cn the basis of observations at 

other airficlds in the soviet sone of Germany, each fishter 
resgincnt appears to be eouinped with about 30 jet planes. Three 
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scuadrons of each fighter reginent in the soviet cone have 
possibly been reequipped with jet plenes whereas the fourth 
squadron is still equipped with conventional fighters. 

i'irat report that nicht flights were made by jet fighters at 
the brandenburgeBriest airfield. Wight flichts by jet fighters 
were also observed st other cirfields. 

Yet planes ore being refueled only from tank trucks. The 
Sane observation was made ct other airfields occupied by jet 
planes. 

the radio cars, one with an antenna with seven dipoles on 
top, were observed for the first time in brandenburg@-briest. 
such equipment has been ssen at the airfields in leenemuende , 
Grossenhain, Alt-Loennewitz and Oranienburg. This equipment 
is apparently used for fighter units. No information is 
available on the exact employment snd operstion of the equip+ 
ment. Squipment is possibly a radio beacon.%o date it hag 
not been sean with ground or bomber units. 
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
